Big Deal in Texas 


The return of organized Thoroughbred 
racing in Texas. a proposal which has 
bobbed up several times since the Texas 
legislature outlawed pari-mutuel betting 


in 1937. is being talked of again by the 
Texas Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion. 


FE. L. Glaspy. of Ennis, Texas. president 
of the breeders association. reports good 
progress for 2 immediate objectives: 
250.000 signatures for a petition to force 
a referendum on pari-mutuel betting and 
money with which to carry on the fight. 
To push the money-raising campaign the 
association has hired Milton Monroe, a 
bouncing. effervescent guy. formerly with 
the advertising department of the Daily 
Racing Form. Monroe was in Kentucky 
last week trying to collect) memberships 
($15 per year) in the TTBA, and he was 
“very encouraged” with the response of 
breeders and Lexington 
area. 


owners the 


Glaspy hoped to have the 250.000 signa- 
tures (Monroe said this was a certainty) 
by January 10, 1959, when the Texas legis- 
lature convenes. The legislature would be 
asked to draft a constitutional amendment 
approving pari-mutuel betting, the 
proposal would be submitted to the voters 


in 1960. Thus. racing could be back 
Texas by 1961. A long-shot maybe, but a 
possibility. 

Until last year chances that a pari-mu- 
tuel bill would have much of a prayer in 
Texas appeared remote. Monroe attrib- 
utes the petition’s current good support to 
its promises that racing would provide 
enough revenue to the state to raise old 
age pensions to $85 a month, in addition 
to providing money for teachers’ retire- 
ment funds. a veterans’ bonus, crippled 
children hospitals. 4-H and FFA clubs. 
county fairs, ete. 

The TTBA has not estimated how much 
revenue Texas would receive. Monroe, who 
said he believed the state could support 
“3 or 4 top tracks.” guessed at 5-million 
dollars annually. In 1957 14 of the 24 
states which have pari-mutuel taxes re- 
ceived less than $3.200.000 in revenue. 


Bargain-Seekers 


Looking ahead a year. the Garden 
State Park management reported last 
week that 1.427 yearlings had been nom- 
inated, at early-closing bargain rates, for 
either of next year’s editions of the Gar- 
den State and Gardenia Stakes. Nomina- 
tions at regular rates—$35 for the colt 
race and $25 for the filly race—will not 
close until December 15.

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


ILLINOIS 
Mile in 1:34 


Cuicaco. Seldom if ever had the Ar- 
lington Park strip been as fast as it was 
last week. Ordinary platers were clocked 
in 1:10 and 1:3675. On Saturday, *Falmer, 
a good allowance horse, equaled Hill 
Gail’s 6-furlong record of 1:0845. With 
Round Table, Bardstown, Swoon’s Son. 
Clem, Nadir. and *Tempest II in’ the 
Washington Park Handicap 2 days later, 
it seemed certain Equipoise’s 26-year-old 
mile mark of 1:3425 would be in danger. 
The 9 starters in the big race collectively 
had earned $3,645,706. 

Then rain hit Arlington, and the track 
was muddy for Sunday’s workouts. Track 
superintendent Clarence Brinkman’s crew 
worked overtime Sunday and Monday. 
Except for blowouts by the handicap 
starters no trials were permitted on the 
main course Monday. A $5,000  plater. 
Daddy’s Dasher, won the first race in 
1:1044, and the track was called good. 
After Good Gesture, racing for $3,000, 
took the 614-furlong second race in 1:16%, 
the condition was changed to fast. How- 
ever, 2 races later Ambiorun, a $10,000 
claimer, was clocked in 1:17/5 for 61% 
furlongs, and in the fifth race allowance- 
class 3-year-olds needed 1:3635 for the 
mile. 


But Clem got the mile in 1:34. Carry- 
ing 110 pounds and receiving 21 from 
Round Table, Clem finally won his first 
siakes of the season after having lost 8 
by a total of less than 11 lengths. Twice 
he had been beaten a nose, by Bold Ruler 
in the Suburban and by Round Table 
in the Laurance Armour Memorial. Bold 
Ruler defeated him by half a length 
in the Toboggan. and he was third to 
“Gallant Man and Bold Ruler in the 
Metropolitan. More recently, he had been 
second to Round Table in the Arlington 
Handicap on the grass. 

Ridden for the first time by Johnny 
Sellers, Clem wrested the lead early from 
*Tempest Il—which Sellers had been 
slated to ride until Mrs. Elizabeth Graham 
took him off—and met only one threat 
thereafter. The 3-year-old Nadir (114) 
came within a length of the leader at the 
furlong-pole. then Clem pulled away to 
score by 314 lengths. Round Table. which 
stumbled at the start, according to Willie 


Shoemaker, moved up gradually on the 
cutside to reach a threatening position on 
the stretch bend. But he gained little 
on Clem the final furlong. although edging 
Nadir a nose for second. A doubtful 
starter until 4 days before the race, Round 
Table picked up $25,000 to boost his bank- 
roll to $1.240.114. Victory in the United 
Nations Handicap September 13 would 
push his earnings beyond Nashua’s total 
of $1,288.565. 

Swoon’s Son and Bardstown, first and 
second in the Equipoise Mile, disappointed, 
Bardstown (122), a close second choice 
to the favored entry of Round Table and 
“Tempest II, showed speed to the stretch 
bend before retiring to finish fifth. Swoon’s 
Son (131) never was closer than seventh. 
For the first time in many years Calumet 
failed to win a stakes in Chicago this 
summer. 
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Clem, held at almost 10-1, had quarters 
of :2235, :2235, :24 and :2445. 

“We'll run Clem next in the Nassau 
County at Belmont.” said trainer Bill 
Stephens. “That’s at 14 miles on Sep- 
tember 17. I think. This is the best race 
he ever ran in his life. ’ve been training 
him for speed, sharp and short. Of course, 
he’s been running with the best all year. 
I told the boy to go to the front or force 
the pace. I think maybe my orders got 
him beat in the Equipoise. I told Conn 
(McCreary) to ease off the pace, which 
ne did. They ran the second quarter in 
:2215. and he couldn’t catch up, though 
he was coming good at the end.” 

“He ran a real good race,” trainer Bill 
Molter said of Round Table. “I didn’t 
see him stumble, did you?” 

“That 21 pounds difference beat him,” 
said Mrs. Molter. 

The mile mark wasn’t the only one 
which fell Labor Day. The largest crowd 
of the Chicago season — 38,548 — set an 
Illinois daily-double wagering figure of 
$237,192. The betting on the handicap —

PENNSYLVANIA

A measure pro- 
viding for a state-wide vote passed the 
Senate only to be bottled and smothered 
in the House of Representatives. 


NEW YORK 
The Knockout 


New York. Look back for a moment 


to the last week at Saratoga. when boxing - 


writers. a bit downcast because they had 
not witnessed a knockout in the Patterson- 
Harris heavyweight fight. stopped in at 
Saratoga on their way East from California 
to view the Hopeful Stakes. What they 
missed ‘n California they got at Saratoga, 
or at least the closest thing to a knockout 
in racing. C. T. Chenery’s First Landing 
allowed E. Leigh Cotton’s First Minister 
to run with him for the first half-mile of 
the 6%-furlong event. and then with 3 or 4 
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quick strides at the head of the stretch 
the *Turn-to colt polished off his op- 
ponent and left him floundering. It 
amounted to a hard right between the 
eyes. 

The final margin of victory was 5% 
lengths, hut First Landing accomplished 
his victory with just a few strides. In a 
fifth of a second a thrilling battle between 
2 colts turned into a rout. Very few 
races are won with the authority shown 
by First Landing in gaining his seventh 
straight triumph in as many _ outings. 
Eddie Arcaro whipped his mount and 
rode him out, but he said, “That’s just 
because I don’t like to see a horse get 
lazy when there’s a lot of cabbage laying 
around.” 

The “cabbage” Arcaro was referring to 
raised First Landing over the $100,000 
mark in earnings. The net purse of the 
Hopeful also brought the earnings of the 
C. T. Chenery Stable at the meeting to 
over $90.000. The blue-and-white blocked 
silks had been on Rich Tradition a day 
earlier when the Rosemont filly won the 
Spinaway Stakes. Only 6 other owners 
in the long history of the 2 big Saratoga 
2-year-old events had been able to sweep 
beth the Hopeful and Spinaway. In addi- 
tion, Rich Tradition had won the Schuy- 
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lerville and First Landing the Saratoga 
Special, to give the pair of youngsters 
half of the 8 events run for 2-year-olds 
during the 4-week meeting. 


As Arcaro explained after the race, 
“There had to be a real ‘soon’ quarter in 
there someplace before he pulled away.” 
A look at the fractions, set first by Circle 
M Farm’s East Indian, and from the half- 
mile-pole to the top of the stretch by First 
Landing and First Minister. show that the 
best running was just as the horses left 
the backstretch and during the first part 
of the turn. The initial quarter was in :23, 
the second quarter in :23%5, partly around 
the turn. These early fractions led to a 
clocking of 1:11 for the 6-furlong point 
in the Hopeful, almost a full second faster 
than older horses had been able to nego- 
tiate that distance all through the meeting. 
First Landing’s final time of 1:1744 was 
just as good. being fractions off the 
record. Time handicappers ran off the 
end of their speed charts with First Land- 
ing’s race, putting him up with such ex- 
cellent company as Tom Fool. 

Rich Tradition had not swamped _ her 
field in the manner First Landing did, 
but she had won with authority, too. The 
bay daughter of Rosemont—Legendra did 
all her running at the end of the 6-furlong 
event and, making up 8 lengths in the 
final three-eighths, eased away to a length- 
and-a-half win. Her time of 1:1244 may 
not compare with First Landing’s, but 
it was sufficient to earn the victory for 
the Chenery filly, which came to the stable 
through the Saratoga sales ring as the 
only offspring of Rosemont sold at auction 
in 1957. 

Rockburn Farm’s Recite. making only 
her second start, will undoubtedly profit 
from her race in the Spinaway, and she 
will be a tough filly to handle a little 
later in the season. The handsomely 
turned daughter of Citation—Level Best

had won her only previous start, and she 
set the pace in the Spinaway only to find 
nothing left in the closet to fight off the 
late rush of Rich Tradition. R. N. Web- 
ster’s Quill, which came from equally as 
far back as Rich Tradition but did not 
start until the quarter-pole. was third, and 
she also may be counted on as distances 
now begin to stretch out. 

In speaking of lengthening distances 
the guess here is that First Landing is 
going to improve as the mileage does. 
He will now point for the 6'5-furlong 
Futurity, the mile Champagne, and_ the 
1,;¢-mile Garden State Stakes. 

Going back a few months, First Landing 
was having a bit of trouble with his ability 
to break properly, sometimes coming out 
cf the gate in 3 directions at once. The 
answer te this problem was provided by 
Oscar Mackay, one of the ablest assistant 
starters in the business. It was Oscar 
who suggested that the colt seemed to be 
“fighting” the gate, and maybe a few extra 
lessons would prove beneficial. The colt 
was allowed to stand in the gate morning 
after morning without having to break 
from it. and after a week or so he became 
acquainted with what was expected of 
him. He now stands docilely at the start 
and breaks with all 4 feet under him.

Tourist's "Joke" 


A malicious tourist caused serious in- 
jury to a yearling filly by Roman—Maid- 
oduntreath at Pin Oak Farm. Versailles. 
Ky.. on Saturday, August 30. 

The tourist. who had stopped alongside 
one of the Pin Oak fields adjoining U. S. 
Highway 60. tied a plastic bag to the 
filly’s halter, and the filly jumped a 
5-foot board fence. bolted down the high- 
way. and crashed into a wire fence about 
a quarter-mile away. 
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H. Burnett Robinson. Pin Oak manager. 
said he believed the filly was “ruined.” 
She suffered severe facial cuts and a 
broken nasal bone. Twenty-eight stitches 
were required to close the wound. 

The filly was the last foal of Maido- 
duntreath, which produced the stakes win- 
ners Six Fifteen, Mrs. Fuddy. and Scotch, 
and the stakes-placed Larkmead Andy. 
Blarney Maid. and Maid of Flight. 

The tourist left the scene before Rob- 
inson or any Pin Oak employee arrived. 
and at mid-week still had not been identi- 
fied.

Saga of Discovery 


Discovery. one of the grand horses of 
the American Turf. was humanely de- 
stroyed on Thursday morning. August 28. 
at Sagamore Farm. Glyndon, Md., where 
he had stood throughout his career at stud. 
The 27-year-old of Display and 
Ariadne had served his last mares in 1956. 


son 


The stoutly made horse (in the prime of 
his racing career he stood 16:1 and 
weighed nearly 1.200 pounds) was bred 
by Mereworth Farm. Lexington. for which 
he raced at 2. His first campaign was 
promising. but. though he ran in several 
stakes. he was unable to win one of them, 
finishing second in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes and Walden Handicap, third 


in the Breeders’ Futurity (at Latonia) and 
Richard Johnson and Hopeful Stakes. In 
October. on the advice of his trainer, J. 
H. Stotler, Alfred Vanderbilt bought Dis- 
covery and transferred him to his Saga- 
more Farm stable. 


Discovery won the Kenner and Whitney 
Stakes and the Brooklyn, Rhode Island, 
Potomac, and Maryland Handicaps during 
his 3-year-old campaign, but the season 
was memorable more for the races he lost. 
Six times in the spring and early summer 
Discovery faced Cavalcade, and each time 
the Brookmeade Stable colt took his 
measure. Discovery was third to Caval- 
cade in the Chesapeake Stakes, second 
in the Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Amer- 
ican Derby. and Arlington Classic, un- 
placed behind him in the Detroit Derby. It 
was as the late John Hervey wrote: “Dis- 
covery could bring Cavalcade to the whip 
but could not outfinish him.” 

Discovery had won his last race of the 
3-year-old campaign, the 114-mile Mary- 
land Handicap, under 130 pounds, and 
at the conclusion of the season he un- 
questionably was the best horse still in 
training. This fact, plus his owner’s de- 
termination and sportsmanship, combined 
to make the colt’s 4-year-old campaign 
one of the most engaging in the annals 
cf modern racing. 

Discovery started 19 times in 1935, car- 
ried an average of 130 pounds, and once 
won under 139. As in the 2. previous 
seasons. he was slow getting into stride,

after winning the Olympic Handicap. He will try the United Nations !"e=dicap. 
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losing 5 consecutive races, but in a 6- 
week period from June 22 to August 10 
he won 8 straight stakes, popping back 
and forth across the country from New 
York to Detroit to Chicago to New York, 
Boston, back to Chicago, once again to 
New York. He won the Brooklyn, Detroit 
Challenge Cup, Stars and Stripes, Butler, 
Bunker Hill, Arlington, and Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicaps and the Wilson 
Stakes. He had 135 pounds in the Arling- 
ton Handicap, 139 in the Merchants’ and 
Citizens’. He carried 139 pounds for the 
second time in the Narragansett Special, 
finishing a close second to Top Row (110), 
and 3 days later he won the weight-for- 
age Whitney Stakes at Saratoga, carrying 
126 pounds. 

Discovery then was given a 6-week rest. 
He returned to action October 5. and be- 
tween then and October 26 he ran in 4 
races with imposts of 126, 138, 132. and 
138 pounds. He won the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup, was third in the Massachusetts Hand- 
icap (but he had been deliberately inter- 
fered with), won the Cincinnati Handicap, 
and was fourth in the Washington Hand- 
icap. 

Said Hervey. of the 1935 season: “It 
may be said that in the battle of 1935 
between Discovery and the handicappers. 
the colt had got the better of them.” 

Vanderbilt would liked to have given 
his horse a longer rest. but the manage- 
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Discovery, J. BEJSHAK UP. 


ment of Santa Anita Park implored him 
to ship Discovery to California for the 
second renewal of the Santa Anita Hand- 
icap. so with but 6 weeks rest Discovery 
was bundled into a freight car for the 
cross-country trip. He ran twice in Cali- 
fernia before the big race, winning the San 
Carlos Handicap under 130 pounds and 
finishing fifth in the San Antonio Handi- 
cap under 138. Observers had _ noticed. 
however, that he had fallen off a little 
in flesh and that he was reluctant to ex- 
tend himself. Carrying 130 pounds in 
the Santa Anita Handicap. he was never 
really in the thick of things. The horse 
wes hurried home to Maryland, given a 4- 
month recuperation. 


He won the Inchcape Handicap under 
135 pounds. the Brooklyn with 136, then 
was unpiaced twice with 138 and 136 
pounds. He won the Saratoga Handicap 
with 132 pounds, the Wilson Stakes with 
126. was fifth in the Merchants’ and 
Citizens’ with 143. He won the Whitney 
Stakes with 126. was second to Granville 
in the weight-for-age Saratoga Cup. was 
second to Rosemont in the Narragansett 
Special. for which he carried 138 pounds. 
He had been hinting that something was 
troubling him. but after the Special there 
was no doubt about it: he was lame. Van- 
derbilt immediately returned him to Saga- 
more. 


Discovery entered the stud in 1937, and 


almost immediately his sons and daughters 
made him a success. Among his stakes 
winners were Find, Loser Weeper, Traffic 
Court, Miss Disco, Dark Discovery, First 
Served, Sometime Thing. Eight of his 
progeny won more than $100,000. In 18 
years, through the season of 1957, he 
had sired winners of more than 514-million 
dollars. 


Federal Hill to Stud 


Clifford Lussky, Louisville Thorough- 
bred owner and breeder, has announced 
the retirement to stud of his good 4-year- 
old colt Federal Hill. Lussky said Federal 
Hill. which has not started this year, in- 
jured his left fore leg in a workout on 
August 22, and it was decided to take 
him out of training immediately. The son 
of Cosmic Bomb—Ariel Beauty. by Ariel. 
will stand the 1959 season at Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, near Lexington. 

Winner of 10 of 24 starts in 2 seasons. 
Federal Hill earned $212,577. His victories 
included the Kentucky Jockey Club and 
Youthful (Randall Park) Stakes. the 
Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap. the Louis- 
iana Derby, and the Derby Trial. He was 
second in the Garden State Stakes, beaten 
a nose by Barbizon, and he finished third 
in the George Woolf Memorial and Baha- 
mas Stakes. 


He was one of the best milers of his 
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generation, but, although he tried gallant- 
ly, he could not handle the distances in 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness. It 
was after the Preakness that he was taken 
out of training by the same leg which 
last week forced his permanent retirement. 

Ariel Beauty is the dam of 5 other win- 
ners, including Casting. winner of the 
1957 Singing Tower Stakes. 


Midafternoon Retired 


Mrs. E. E. Robbins’ Midafternoon. one 
of the country’s better handicap horses in 
1956. has been retired. He will enter the 
stud next year at J. North Fletcher's 
Crestone Farm, Warrenton, Va. 

By Billings—Mideau. by *Bull Dog, 
Midafternoon was bred by Mrs. Robbins. 
A fair workman at 2 and 3. he suddenly 
shot to prominence at 4 in 1956. when he 
won the Metropolitan (beating Nashua). 
Massachusetts. and Display Handicaps. 
finished second in the Pimlico Special. 
Brooklyn. Queens County. and Gallant 
Fox Handicaps. third in the Sysonby, 
Nassau County. and Edgemere Handicaps. 
He was assigned 121 pounds in The Blood- 
Horse Handicap, and only 10 older horses 
ranked above him. 

Last year Midafternoon won his first 
2 starts, including the Excelsior Handicap. 
but then began to show signs of knee 
trouble, end he was taken out of training. 
He returned to work late in 1957, but he 
did not get to the races this year. In 4 
seasons he won 17 of 37 starts and earned 


$211.095.

Head Man to Stud 


Head Man. winner of the 1956 Wood 
Memorial Stakes. will be retired to stud 
at the Thomas Thoroughbred Farm, Glen- 
dora, Calif. 

A 5-year-old son of Eight Thirty and 
Snowfall. he was bred by C. V. Whitney 
and campaigned by him at 2 and 3. At 2 
he won the Sanford Stakes. was second 
in the Flash. Belmont Futurity. and Cham- 
pagne Stakes. third in the U. S. Hotel and 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes. He had 119 
pounds in the- Experimental Free Handi- 
cap. topped only by Career Boy. Nail. 
Needles, Prince John. and Swoon’s Son. 
After his 3-year-old season, during which 
he won the Experimental and Wood Me- 
morial. he was sold by Whitney. at auc- 
tion, to Bert W. Martin for $43.000. 
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His only stakes placing last year was a 
third in the Peninsula Handicap. 

He retired with 8 wins in 47 races and 
earnings of $131.225. He will stand as 
the joint property of Thomas Thorough- 
bred Farm and Mr. and Mrs. Martin. 


Crown Crest's Plans 


Howard Reineman. owner of Crown 
Crest Farm. Lexington. who announced 
recently that all of his remaining Crown 
Crest Thoroughbred stock would be sold 
at the Keeneland fall sales. this week 
said that the farm’s 1958 weanlings would 
not be sold until after March 31, 1959. 
Reineman said the decision was made 
on advice by his attorneys and tax con- 
sultants. The farm’s fiscal year ends on 
March 31. and the tax consultants sug- 
gested holding a portion of the dispersal 
during the next fiscal year. The brood- 
mares will be sold at Keeneland this fall. 
The yearlings already have been dis- 
posed of.

The 19-year-old stallion Alsab. sold at 
a recent dispersal of Alsab Farm to Dan:

In a Stallion Station advertisement for 
Royal Coinage.

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ITALY 
Busy Ribot 


The following notes were sent from 
Italy by Joseph Graham Healey, a Prince- 
ton student who spent the summer travel- 
ing in Europe. Joe’s interest in Thorough- 
bred horses and his knowledge of them 
came to him as part of family tradition. 
His father, the late Joe Healey, and his 
grandfather, Tom Healey, were noted 
trainers. His mother, now Mrs. Michael 
Sheehan, of Brooklandville, Md., is a sister 
of Mrs. Duval A. Headley, of Manchester 
Farm, Lexington. Joe worked at Man- 
chester in the summer of 1956 and with 
the veterinary firm of Hagyard-Davidson- 
McGee in the summer of 1957. 


The horse which dominates Italian 
breeding this year has no progeny of 
racing age. Ribot, the outstanding 
European runner of 1955 and 1956, has 
completed his second season in the stud 
amidst glowing optimism and the usual 
flickering of doubt which attends a great 
horse at this stage of his career. The 
eptimism stems from his perfect racing 
career of 16 wins in 16 starts, at distances 
ranging from 1,000 to 3,000 meters and 
including such memorable triumphs as 
the Premio del Jockey Club, the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, 
and 2 victories in the Prix de Are de 
Triomphe. 

Ribot’s ancestry is being searched for 
clues to his stud potential. The pedigree 
of his sire, Tenerani, indicates high 
promise. Tenerani himself was a classic 
winner with victories in the Italian Derby 
and St. Leger and the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. His illustrious son raised him to 
third rank among English stallions in 
1956. Ribot’s grandsire was the excellent 
Bellini, and the next ancestor in male 
line was the great Cavalier d’Arpino, un- 
beaten at 2, 3, and 4; the late Federico 
Tesio considered him his greatest race 
horse. 


Romanella, Ribot’s dam, showed early 
speed in winning 5 races at 2, but her 
failure to show similar class at a dis- 
tance clouded her promise as a_brood- 
mare. Her early foals, Rovezzana. Rabirio, 
and Radowska, were only fair runners. 
Mediocrity was so apparent that the 
mare’s next foal, Ribot, was not nominated 
for the Italian classics. Romanella’s later 
offspring, Raffaellina, Roderiga. and 
Rodin (a 2-year-old chestnut colt by Su- 
preme Court), enjoy prominence solely 
through the merit of their famous relative. 
While Romanella’s sire, El Greco, won 
the Italian St. Leger, her dam Barbara 
Burrini was a winner only, and her grand- 
dam, Bucolic, showed nothing. 
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Notwithstanding any fancied defects in 
his bloodlines, Ribot’s racing record made 
him the most sought after young stallion 
in Europe. In 1957 he stood his first sea- 
sen at Woodland Stud. Newmarket. at 
1.500.000 lire (about $2.410) with the 
usual no foal-no fee guarantee. With 
the further stipulation that no maiden 
mares or mares barren for 2 years could 
be bred to Ribot, there resulted the re- 
markable figure of 24 foals from 30 mares 
covered. The most promising foals in- 
clude a bay filly out of Arentelle (*Ar- 
dan—La Futaie). owned by Lord Aston, 
and a bay colt out of Maggiolina (Naka- 
muro—Murcia). owned by Razza Ticino. 
A brown colt out of Zotica (Sol Oriens— 
Eastern Sun) will be in the consignment 
of Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh’s Springs- 
bury Farm at the 1959 Saratoga sales. 

During the 1958 breeding season Ribot 
stood at Razza Dormello in Arona with 
a stud fee of 2.000.000 lire (about $3.215) 
and had a book of 40 mares. Among 
these were Razza  Dormello-Olgiata’s 
high-class Trevisana, dam of the fine 3- 
year-old Tiepolo; Toro. Prince Aly Khan’s 
winner of the French One Thousand Gui- 
neas; and Big Berry, owned by Major 


Combe. 


In 1959 Ribot will stand at Razza 
Olgiata, outside of Rome, at a fee of 
3.000 pounds (about $8.400), and his book 
will include at least 10 mares from the 
United States, and probably more, since 
American interests have made the most 
strenuous attempts to obtain seasons. 


Other Notes 


The St. Leger Italiano. third part of 
the Italian triple crown, will be run on 
Sunday, September 21; the race originally 
closed with 83 nominations. Sedan 
(Prince Bio—Staffa, by Orsenigo), with 
consecutive victories in the Derby Ital- 
iano, Premio Principe Amedeo, Gran 
Premio d'Italia, and Gran Premio di Mi- 
lano, looms as the heavy favorite. He is 
reported working well. 

The weight-for-age Gran Premio del 
Jockey Club will be run Sunday, October 
19. The 1957 champion Braque (An- 
tonio Canale—Buonamica, by Niccolo 
Dell’Areca) has been unable to stand steady 
training this summer and will not make 
the race. 

According to the manager of Razza 
Ticino, Signor Arcari. Sedan will go to 
Paris for the Prix de Are de Triomphe 
and then return for the equivalent Gran 
Premio del Jockey Club in Milan. Barring 
mishap. Sedan will then be shipped to the 
United States for the Laurel International 
in) November. John Shapiro extended 
the invitation when he was here a few 
weeks ago.

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Breeding Beef Cattle 


for Unfavorable Environments’ 


Pictured on the left is not what we consider “unfavorable” environ- 
ment for cattle or horses. It is in the heart of what is probably the 
best grazing environment to be found anywhere in the world — Cen- 
tral Kentucky. It is a picture of the 1,000-acre King Ranch in 
Kentucky. 


In numbers, its greatest population is made up of Santa Gertrudis 
cattle which were originally developed by King Ranch in Texas. The 
Santa Gertrudis were developed in order to provide a superior beef 
cattle suitable to King Ranch’s exacting environment and yet capable 
of producing good quality of beef despite the handicap of heat and at 
times extremely scanty grazing. 


The Santa Gertrudis, developed for hot arid areas, has taken to the 
lush pastures of Central Kentucky — and at King Ranch’s Buck and 
Doe Farm in Pennsylvania —in an exemplary manner. We have 
found that they run 15 to 20 per cent heavier than the British breed 
of cattle at the same age under similar conditions. In addition, when 
crossed with such breeds as Angus or Hereford they provide a larger 
animal than the British breeds. 


This is just another case in which an animal developed for unfavorable 
conditions tends to do increasingly well under favorable conditions. 
King Ranch has found that by following certain cross-breeding 
practices it has increased the percentage of beef production on the 
King Ranch by 100 percent. The same can be done elsewhere. Per- 
haps by using the Afrikanner breed of cattle in a breeding program 
we can develop a breed that will move into areas in the world which 
now cannot be grazed because it is covered by a coarse grass — so 
coarse that grazing is prohibited. And, too, much of the world is 
covered by shrubs, bushes and trees rather than by grasslands; if an 
animal were developed to live profitably on such forage a tremen- 
dous step would be made in raising substandards throughout much 
of the world. 


We believe that it is essential that we produce more food for the 
constantly mounting populations of the world. Increased food pro- 
duction is essential to a well-fed world. As producers of food, 
through the help of scientists, we have the opportunity and respon- 
sibility to help the free world to make all the world free and to be 
free from hunger. 


You can see that breeding horses at King Ranch is not our principal 
job — as pleasant and successful as it is. We are applying, however, 
to our horse-breeding program certain information we have learned 
in developing the Santa Gertrudis. We feel that too many horses are 
now being bred in order to get a few good ones.

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One Starter’s Opinions 


By JOHNSON 


“He was a great post rider.” 

That is the inevitable comment. and 
ultimate compliment, in any discussion by 
oldtimers of oldtime jockeys, those of the 
generation that gave us Walter Miller, 
Carroll Shilling, Jimmy Butwel. and Joe 
Notter. 

In that era. before the mechanical 
starting gate was invented, the premium 
was on a jockey who could keep a horse 
calm at the starting post in the face of 
long delays. get him in position for a 
straight start despite the milling and some- 
times deliberate shuffling, and avoid get- 
ting his horse kicked or trampled when 
the starter shouted, “Come on!” 

Miller, one of the first 9 elected to the 
National Jockeys Hall of Fame, is said 
to have exceeded even these qualifica- 
tions to the extent of anticipating the 
start and frequently beating his field away 
by half a lengh or more. 

Eddie Arcaro today is as highly regard- 
ed as any who ever cocked a toe in a 
steel stirrup, but the experts would hardly 
list his gate ability as one of his foremost 
talents. The electric starting gate has 
vastly changed the values applied to the 
importance of the start. 

“That's too bad because a good gate 
boy is just as important today as a top 
post rider in the old days. If you don’t 
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get off well today you have too much to 
overcome, particularly with the emphasis 
on short races and sheer speed. A horse 
that gets away fast keeps out of trouble 
and that often decides the right 
there.” 


race 
George R. Palmer 
whose 61 years qualify him as an old- 
timer, but a very active one in his capacity 
as starter at Delaware Park (he is the 
first and only one that track has had) 
and at Charles Town. He also is a stew- 
ard at Garden State Park and Oaklawn 
and has served in similar capacities from 
Beulah Park to Pimlico in 37 years as a 
racing official. 


The speaker was 


“When a norse comes out of the gate 
he is stretching his neck and_ body.” 
Palmer explained in his almost whispered 
monotone. “Stretching is how he gets into 
stride and attains momentum, and when 
he gets momentum he gets speed. If the 
boy has a short hold, tight pressure 
against the horse’s mouth, he keeps him 
from stretching out and getting the mo- 
mentum to get clear. 

“That boy from New England—De- 
Spirito—is one of the best gate riders in 
the country today. He comes out shooting 
his reins at the horse. He’s taken a long 
hold and when the gate opens he falls 
right over on the horse’s neck and starts 
pumping. Perfect balance. Ace-deuce is 


not good. You can’t be balanced and come 
out shooting ducks.” 


Let the Horses Alone 


Palmer has been dispatching fields of 
race horses since 1921. 6 years after he 
became an assistant starter to the well 
remembered James Milton on the Mary- 
land circuit. In this capacity he handled 
Man o° War in the Preakness and in his 
other Maryland races. He also handled 
such stars of the era as Boniface. Cudgel. 
Billy Kelly, and Exterminator. though 
the latter never had to be touched by a 
man on the ground, a fact that made a 
deep impression on Palmer. 

“’m a great believer in letting them 
alone as much as possible. At one recent 
meeting I took tongs off a hundred horses. 
Use ear tongs a long time and you'll make 
a horse mean. I use them only in an 
emergency. Some horses with bad _ habits 
will work it out themselves if you leave 
them alone. Take a horse that is already 
having his troubles at the gate. handle 
him too mucn, and he will soon be fight- 
ing the man instead of the gate.” 

The bespectacled, tall veteran believes 
that most problem horses could be avoid- 
ed by more careful early schooling and 
constant repetition of the practice of 
standing a horse on the track when he 
first comes out each morning. 
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“A horse shoud be gotten used to the 
gate as a part of the process of breaking 
him. but that doesn’t mean he should 
break from the gate too often. Just let 
him stand a lot and get used to the over- 
head and the close quarters. He should 
never break before he’s ready to breeze. 
and when he’s ready to do that he can 
break a couple of times from an open 
gate and a couple from a closed gate. and 
then he should be ready. Some will learn 
faster than others. of course, like humans. 

“Jimmy Jones is tops in regards to 
schooling. He has all the patience in the 
world, but he doesn’t stand for any non- 
sense and he lets the starter use his own 
judgment in the afternoon. Jimmy had 
one maniac of a horse that he brought to 
the gate for a year, and he finally got 
him so he could be started. The second 
morning after A Glitter’s hard race in the 
Delaware Oaks Jimmy had her out to 
stand at the gate. Henry Clark and 
Tommy Heard are other horsemen who are 
very conscientious in this respect.” 


Palmer never misses a morning school- 
ing session at a track which he is start- 
ing, and he has drilled as many as 150 
head in a single day. That figure was 
attained several times between 1939 and 
1941 at Santa Anita Park, where Palmer 
found in the late Dr. Charles Strub a 
man who agreed with his theories about 
a minimum handling of horses. Strub put 
ina rule that assistant starters could not 
get into the gate unless absolutely neces- 
sary to get the field off. Palmer kept a 
record of the horses thus handled: 3 the 
first year, 5 the second. 

“We had a field of 19 horses for one of 
the stakes races there in 1940 and that 
meant 14 in the gate and 5 outside at 
the far end. It took 6 minutes to get it 
off, but when they all came away on a 
single line I believe it was the biggest 
thrill of my life.” 

Though Palmer is adamant that the 
start plays as vital a role in a horse’s suc- 
cess today as ever, he sympathizes with 
trainers’ tendencies to rely on the auto- 
matic gate and the skill of the starter. 
Daylight training hours are short on 
tracks which must be pruned for the after- 
noon’s races. Competent help is a problem 
in the larger stables, and in many of the 
small outfits trainers frequently double 
in capacities as groom, hotwalkers, or 
even exercise boy. 


Assistants Need Incentives 


“If they realized what the start means 
it might help the jockey situation. If the 
trainers knew their horses wouldn't get 
any help from us at the gate they wouldn’t 
start green kids out riding so soon and 
we'd have better horsemen in the saddle. 
As it is, I always have a man in the 
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gate with a new apprentice rider, to give 
him all the help we can.” 


Experience has taught Palmer that only 
a competent horseman can qualify as an 
assistant starter. He favors wiry, but 
strong, younger men who can move 
through the narrow framework of the gate 
with speed and grace. It disturbs Palmer 
that there is not much future for an 
assistant starter, only the chance that he 
will get one of the few top jobs himself 
one day or that he can branch out into 
some other officiating role. 

The average assistant starter is paid 
$25 daily. but considering the traveling 
from meeting to meeting, the days between 
seasons when he will not work. and the 
lack of chance for advancement. Palmer 
believes they are underpaid. 

“It takes 3 years to make a good assist- 
ant starter. Some men are better at one 
phase of it than another, and I switch 
the men on ihe horses according to how 
they fit them. I never honor a request 
from a trainer for a particular man to 
handle his horse.” 

Palmer has contributed to the develop- 
ment of such competent starters as Cecil 
Phillips. Edward Blind. and Ruby White. 

Born in New Briton, Conn.. on August 
23, 1897. Palmer got his introduction to 
racing as a teen-age hand for his owner- 
trainer father on a circuit that included

Horses under extra high weight have 


never run faster than they are run- 
ning today, according to my survey of 
past. performances of handicap horses 
accepting imposts of more than 130 
pounds, 


Recently at Hollywood Park, an impost 
of 132 pounds was carried by Round 
Table in the Argonaut. and he was clock- 
ed in 1:3485. No other Thoroughbred had 
ever run so far so fast under a weight 
assignment of 130-plus pounds. 


The result of this race prompted me 
to check on other speedy races in which 
the winner carried 131 pounds or more. 
I ascertained that such modern-day stars 
as Bold Ruler, Decathlon, and Swoon’s 
Son are all holders of speed records in 


this category of highweight handicap 
champions. 


Bold Ruler, carrying 133 pounds. sped 
a straightaway 6 furlongs in 1:09 flat 
on last May 17 at Belmont. Two winners 
of the Fall Highweight Handicap have 
carried more  poundage faster—True 
North (140) in 1945 and Arise (133) in
